POSTAL 
SAVINGS 
BANKS 
DANGEROUS. 


The opposition to the Postal Savings hunks is becoming more influential 


and decisive. 
The advocates of the measure are apprised of the (Iniijrnrs 


that may follow the establishment of such a system of hanks under a cur- 
rency system which at certain periods proves deficient in its elasticity when 
required to meet, the demands of the country. The ordinary savings banks 
of the eastern states are not only banks of deposit but of loan. 
In that 


respect they serve the people in a double capacity. 


Suppose the depositor after accumulating enough money to buy n piece 


of land makes up his mind to build a home, of liis own. 
He has only enough 


money to buy the site or say about one-third of what the little house and 


land would cost. The bank will lend him the other two-thirds at moderate 
interest and will give him his own time for payment, provided he pays the 
interest. Many of the largest real estate owners built up their possessions 
in this way by money loaned by the savings banks. They paid the banks 
/four and a half nr five per cent, interest on the loans, depending- upon I he 
•desirable character of the property lo make, the investment profitable. 


The man who borrows money al 5 per cent, and derives a net profit 


aftpr all charges arc paid has thus n fixed income. 
It is in this way that 


many-real estate owners get wealthy. 
With the profits of one piece of 


property they pay for another and so on indefinitely. 


They are enabled to do this by the readiness with which they can get 


loans.on mortgage notes from the savings hanks. 
By this means also the 


money deposited in the banks is kept in eironlnfion for the benefit of tin; 
community in which it. is owned. 


What would be the condition if we had only postal savings banks? 


True, the money deposited, would be absolutely safe because 
I he i;nvi>rn- 


ment is responsible, but the money would be invested in government bonds 


and would be taken out of circulation in the community the moment it was 
deposited. 


In the 1453 savings banks of the entire country there are deposits 


amounting lo if'3.-17!U!)2,8!U and in the savings institutions of Massachu- 
setts alone, the deposits on October 31, J909, amounted lo $7-!;i,(WO,000. 


What would happen under our present inelastic currency system it' anv

In new of those facts il would appear that (here is not a single reason 


why postal savinus banks should he established except in thinly scllled 
districts where there arc no oilier bunks and where other hanks would not 
be free from outlaws. 
/ 


In many <>!' Iho western slate's there arc very few savings banks, and 


as a result the people who build houses and tnctorics have to depend largely 


on (he cast for the money needed for the various enterprises. 


•Thus il appears that the mutual savings banks arc nf grcal benefit In 


any community, and hence it would he injurious lo the communities in which 
they are established, lo scl up a rival hank backed by the gnvcrnuicnl with 
none of the benefits apart from deposits which the present, banks confer 
upon the rnimminily. 
Moreover the rate of inlcrcsl which thry pay is 


invariably much higher t h a n that paid by the gnvcrniuonl savings banks. 


Why then incur the serious rink of establishing Ihcsc, banks unless Ilicy 


conform lo the policy of other banks which al present is mil even thought 


ol',

An Old Man's Makoup. 


J. E: Dodson, the famous character 


actor, reveals the secrets of his -Inake- 
up as Sir' John Cotswold in "The 
House Next.Door" as follows: 


"There are no hard and fast rule's" to 


go by in making up. The actor lias to 
adapt his makeup to different. Parts, 
and he has to take into account .his 
own Individuality. First, I mold the 
nose out of nose putty—that .is,, .in. a. 
part that demands It. For this1 part 
the nose adds a great deal of charac- 
ter. 
Although Sir. John-is an aristo- 


crat, I do not make an essentially aris- 
tocratic nose, because the convention- 
al, thin, aquiline nose Is only one ele- 
ment in the 'makeup' of the aristocrat, 
nnd there is so much comedy, so much 
strength and so much pathos in a role 
of. this kind that a mere thin, aquiline 
nose would hamper rather than aid in 
the makeup: A rigid, hard, aristocratic 
nose would give a set and. unlikely ap- 
pearance, and, in contrast .with the 
other facial 
characteristics, of 
Sir 


John, 'it would be a blemish .rather 
than a mark of character.

Mr. FOBS was adopted as the. favorite 


Bon of the Old Colony district by the 
decisive action of republicans and dem- 
ocrats, who delivered pluralities to him 
in 33 of Iho 44 towns and In the two 
cities in the district. The democratic 
candidate invaded Brockton, the home 
of his opponent, and secured-the major 
portion of the votes, winning in that 
city by a plurality of 171. 
The victory of Mr. Foss -was all-in- 


cluflve, for In no section of the district 
did Mr. Buchanan 
demonstrate any 
strength, Plymouth county gave the 
democratic 
candidate a plurality of 


more than 4000 and he carried Barn- 
stable county by 438. 
'.That part of Bristol county within 


the district also contributed to swell 
the FOBS vote, for the victor went 'but 
ol Taunton with a majority of 
60S, 


practically evenly divided the vote In 
the towns of Attleboro and Mansfield 
and had a large surplus In Easton. 


The total of the majorities in the 11 
towns -which Mr. Buchanan carried was 
only 222. The republican nominee led 
in two towns in Bristol county, two in 
Plymouth countv and seven on Cape 
Cod. 


On this showing the 14th district is

MILK 
STATUTE 


Is 
Held to Be Consti- 


tutional 


BOSTON, March 23.—The statute of 


the commonwealth which demands that 
all milk offered for sale in the state 
must contain not less than 12.15 per 
cent of milk solids and not less than 
3.35 
per cent of fat, or else is not of 


good quality, was declared constitu- 
:lonal by the full bench of the supreme 
court in a decision handed down late 
yesterday. 
The decision came as a result of an 


appeal brought by Alvah G. Wheeler, 
William Foss and Harry B. Wolcott, 
Concord farmers, who were 
found 


guilty of having for sale milk which 
contained but 11.65 per cent of milk 
solids. 
The appeal was made a test case to 


sound the constitutionality of the law 
and the result 
has 
been anxiously 


awaited by farmers all over the state. 


The defendants maintained that they 


could show that the milk In their pos- 
session was nutritious and not injuri- 
ous. The decision is to the effect that 
the purity and quality of milk Is one of 
the most 
important factors 
in the 


health of young children and that the 
propriety of .legislation upon the sub- 
ject is not to be questioned.

should be allowed to follow his nat- 
ural bent. 
He drew from his personal experi- 


ence in the playground work to prove 
that the children will not go into a va- 
cant lot to play, if 
left 
entirely 
to 


themselves. There is a natural appeal 
in country conditions, with forests In 
explore, trees to climb and .brooks to 
wade In: but there is no such native 
appeal in a vacant lot in the heart of 
the city. Let an equipment be added, 
and it it is in a big park with nobody 
near you can carry on a playground 
sysicm in this way. 
In a 
congested 


section, however, the people will not 
stand fqr ' it. Many such playgrounds 
have been closed by public injunction, 
and many others ought to have been 
closed. 
The play movement- all

world stands for organized play.

Harrisburg, a college athlete was sent 
around to the various playgrounds to 
organize the activities. When he had 
organized at one, he moved on to an- 
other,—and the children followed him.

What they sought 
to do was to induce the neople to re- 
strain themselves, in order that this 
government might be founded on right 
find Justice, and so. after all, our leg- 
islation depends upon the quality of 
the legit.lators. 
Wo are governed, in 


the last analysis, by men. Therefor?, 
the duty of citizens is perfectly slmnl?, 
though important- to see to it that the 
right men are sent to the legislature. I 
can only say to these young people that 


perform 
to 
the 


state. The price of liberty is eternal 
vigilance, and unless each individual 
feels Ills responsibility as a citizen we 
will not succeed as a people in self 
government. There are many men who, 
in a time of the country's need, would 
not hesitate to lay down their physical

for their country. We should 


have ia our halls of legislation men 
who are willing to lay down their po- 
litical lives for the. nation; and I be- 
lieve that the man who would save hi? 
political life will lose it, while he who 
would lose his political life will save it."

POSTAL 
SAVINGS 
BANKS 
DANGEROUS. 


The opposition to the Postal Savings banks is becoming more influential 


and decisive. The advocates of thq measure are apprised of the dangers 
lhat may follow the establishment of such a system of hanks under a cur- 
rency system which at certain periods proves deficient in its eliisticily when 


. required to meet the demands of the country. The ordinary savings banks 


of the eastern states arc not only banks of deposit but of loan. 
In thnt 


respect they serve the people in a double capacity. 


Suppose the depositor after accumulating enough money to buy a piece 


of land makes up his mind to build a home of his own. He has only enough 
money to buy the site or say about one-third of what the little, house and 
land would cost. The hank will lend him the other two-thirds at moderate 
interest and will give him his own time for payment provided hn pays the 
interest. Many of the largest, real estate owners built up their possessions 
in this way by money loaned by the savings banks. 
They paid the banks 


four and a luilf or five per cent, interest on the loans, depending upon the 
desirable character of (he property to make the investment profitable. 


The man who borrows money at 5 per cent, and derives a net profit 


after all charges are paid bus thus a fixed income. It is in this way that 
many, real estate owners get. wealthy. 
With the profits of one piece of 


property they pny for another and so on indefinitely. 


• 
They are enabled to do this by the readiness with which they can get 


loans on mortgage notes from the savings banks. By this means also the 
money deposited in the hanks is kept, in circulation for the hencfit of (he 
community in which it is owned. 


What would be the condition if we had only postal savings hanks? 


True, the money deposited would be absolutely snfe because the govern- 
ment is responsible, but the money would be invested in government bonds 
and would be taken out of circulation in the community the moment it was 
deposiled. 


In the 1438 savings banks of the entire country there nre deposits 


amounting lo .?3,479,102,801 and in the savings institutions of Massachu- 
setts alone, the deposits on October 31, 1000, amounted to fjST-lii.OOO.OOO. 


What would happen under our present, inelastic currency system it' any 


material portion of this money were transferred to postal savings banks 
and taken out; of circulation? 
Would it not help to 
produce 
a 
money 


stringency and force another panic? 


Some alarm has been caused among depositors by a 1'cw recent dct';il- 


ealions by bank ollicials, but prompt measures are. being tnkcu to make 


such occurrences impossible, in the future. 
H should be remembered thnt 


the losses in the savings banks of Massa'duisells when highest foil con- 
siderably under one per cent. 


In view of these facts it would appear that there is mil n single reason 


why postal savings bank* should he established except, in thinly settled 
districts where, there arc no other hanks iind where other bunks would not 
be free from outlaws. 


In ninny of the western slntcs there nre very few savings banks, mill 


as a result the people who build houses niifl t'nclories hiive. lo depend largely 
on the. cnsl. for the money needed Cor the vnriou* enterprises. 


Thus it appears that the mutual savings bunks arc of great benefit to 


liny community, and hence it wnnld be injurious to the communities in which 
tli6y lire established, to set up a rival bank backed by the government with 
none nf the, benefits iipurf. from deposits which the present, banks confer 
upon the community. 
Moreover the rale of interest which they pny is 


invariably much higher Hum thnt paid by I ho government snvings brinks. 
Why then incur the .serious visl< of establishing these b'inks unless they 
conform to the policy of nllicr bunks which at present is nut even lhoui;hl 
of. 
Tin's i«, therefore, » ninltcr upon which the reformers may do !i;mn 


instead of good.

An Old Man's Makeup, 


J. E. Dodson, the famous character 


actor, reveals the secrets of his make- 
up as Sir John Cotswold .In "The 
House. Next. Door" as follows: 


"There are no hard and fast rule's. 16 


go-by In making,up. The.actor lias to 
adapt his makeup to- different parts, 
and he has- to lake into account his 
own individuality. First, I mold the 
nose out of nose putty.—that .is, Jn. a 
part that demands it. For, this part 
the nose adds a great deal of charac- 
ter. .Although Sir'John Is an aristo- 
crat, I do not make, an essentially aris- 
tocratic nose, because the convention- 
al, thin, aquiline-nose is only.one-ele- 
ment in the 'makeup' of the aristocrat, 
and there is so much comedy, so much 
strength and,so much pathos in a role 
of this kind that a mere thin, aquiline 
nose would hamper rather than aidjn 
the makeup. A rigid} hard, aristocratic 
nose would give a.set and unlikely ap- 
pearance, and, "in contrast .with the 
other" facial ..characteristics .of 
Sir 


John, it would be a "blemish rather 
than a mark of character. 


"Now , I paint my nose, which... is 


graftedjwlih Sir-John's, with this melt- 
ed color, using a camel's hair brush. 
As the-character I am. making up for 
is an aged man* of an irritable disposi- 
tion, it.-is presupposed that he is bili- 
ous, 
so I. use' this pink and yellow 


grease paint to give a sallow appear- 
ance and in order to get into the gen- 
eral tone of the makeup for .this. part. 
Having done this, I adjust the nose 
and then cover the. entire face with 
cold cream so as to prevent • the skin 
from becoming Irritated and in order 
to give a smooth foundation for the 
grease paint. Next I put on the foun- 
dation of flesh colored grease paint all 
over the face,.which afterward has to 
be colored'according to the nature-of 
the part. For this part being, as I 
said, a bilious old man, I then put on

dull yellow over the 
foundation, 


whicli gives a sallowish tint. Now a 
ittie rouge. 
"I next mold the nose, using the tips

By lin- 
ng is meant denoting the shadows and 
vrlnkles that give age and character 
o the makeup. For the high lights I 
ake this camel's hair brush, using 
rellow grease paint for this particular 
nakeup"'in order to make it sallow- 
)ilious and Rive age to the face. I put 
n the lights under the eyebrows and 
at the sides of the nope nnd on the 
ronts of the cheeks; also I put on the 
irow's feet, using the same yellow, 
laving done this, I put on a yellow - 
sh powder whicli dries it all out."

Ten former and present councilmen. 
Bribes: 
Five thousand dollars down to the 


bargain rate of 581.10. 
The fact that about sixty councilmen 


of the past and present administrations 
are involved in the scandals thus far 
exposed indicates a percentage of less 
than BO per cent dishonest. 


At the tinie most of the grafting was 


in progress the Plttsburg councils were 
temporarily abnormally large. There 
wen; 44 wards in Pittsburg and 15 in 
Allegheny with altogether 152 select 
and common councilmen.

Dr. Henry S. Curtis, expert on plny- 


: grounds, 
delivered the 
second in a 


! course of three lectures at the Normal 


j school yesterday before n large anj 
deeply interested audience. 
His sub- 


ject was, "The Need of Supervision in 
Play." 


It is a popular mistake, he said in 


opening, to think that supervision wi!l 
be- a restraint on the boy, and he 
should be allowed to follow his nat- 
ural bent. 
He'drew from his personal experi- 


ence in the playground work to prov* 
that the children will not go into a. va- 
cant lot to play, if left 
entirely 
to 


themselves. There is a natural appeal 
in country conditions, with forests to 
explore, trees to climb and brooks to 
wado in; but there is no such native 
appeal in a vacant lot in the heart, of 
the city. Let an equipment he added, 
ami If it is in a big park with nobody 
near, you can carry on a playground 
MKlt-m in this way. 
Jn a 
congested 


section, however, the people will not 
stand for it. Many such playgrounds 
have been closed by public injunction, 
and many others ought to have been 
closed.

Go into any well di- 
rected playground that has been in op- 
eration a short time, and you will find 
that these conditions have almost en- 
tirely disappeared. 
Putting in play- 


ground supervision, with its rewards 
and penalties, brings about exactly the 
same condition that we have always 
found that the adult community cannot 
get along without. 


Children come into tho playground 
with a certain street game. It has been 
dragged through the street, as it were. 
A sympathetic director will fall into 
the game and leave out the objection- 
able features, introducing courtesy, and 
it revolutionizes the game.

right of labor to organize. I 
believe 


that they must organize, to look atter 
their rights, improve their condition, 
and maintain a high standard of. liv- 
ing. On the other hand, it . they are 
to fulfill, their mission, if 
they are to 


men accomplish ths great work which they 


in- are about, it is essential 
thnt 
they 


should win and.retain the confidence 
and the sympathy of the public. 
They 


must appeal by argument and persua- 
sion, and not resort, to methods of co- 
ercion, either with their own mem- 
bers or with others. 


"One of the most difficult questions 


which we have to deal .with in the leg- 
islatures of Massachusetts and of tho 
nation is-the question of the proper 
control of great organizations of capi- 
tal. I believe that a monopoly of the 
necessities, of life, and freedom of the 
people, 
are .absolutely inconsistent. 
1 herefore, I believe we should hold up 
the hands of those authorities in the 
nation who are seeking to 
break up 


monopoly and to encoura.se competi- 
lon. 1 say the'se things because I wish 
to bring out tile fact Hint if we are lo 
train these young people property we 
must keep open for them the door of 
opportunity. 


"There is a great movement through- 


out the United States to bring the will 
of the people more directly 
to hear 


upon legislation, and I wish to empha- 
size the other side. We must not BO 
:oo far in this direction, or we shall fail 
to protect the rights of the mlnority 
and of the individual. Our forefathers 
were not seeking so much to protect 


I the right of the people to govern,-—th"y 
assumed that thing. What they sough't 
to do was to Induce the raeopfc to re- 
strain themselves, in order that this 
government might be founded on right 
and justice, and HO, after all, our leg- 
islation depends upon the quality of 
the legislators. 
We are governed, in 


the last analysis, by men. Therefore, 
the duty of citizens is perfectly simple, 
though important—-to see to it that the 
right men are sent to the leKislature. I 
can only say to these young people that'
